blLVER THE CAUSE. 


I believe these things are principal! 


chargeable to congressional kgislatio 
touching the purchase and coinage 
silver by the general government. 
TI: 


lojislation is embodied in a statut 
passed on July 14,1890, which wag th 
culmination of much agitation on th 
subject involved, and which mav b 
considered a truce after a long" striWl 
between the advocates of free" coinag 
and iltofie intending to be more con"cr\ 
ative. Undoubtedly tlie monthly pur 
chi>se« by the government of 4,500,00 
ounces of silver, enforced under statut 
wore regarded by those inleresled in eil 
ver protection as a certain guarantee o 
its increase in price. The result ha 
l-eon entirely diflere.nt, for immediateh 
following A spasmodic and slight rise 
the price of silver Imjiau to fall after the 
passage of the act, and has since 
leiitihuq the lowest point ever known 
This disappointing result has led to re 
newed and persistent effort in the dire, 
lion ol free silver coinage. 


Mean-while, not only are the evil ef- 


fects of the operation of the present law 
constantly accumulating, but the result 
to which ita execution must inevitable 
icad is becoming palpable to all who 
L'ive the least heed to financial subjects. 


This law provides that in payment for 
Atiie 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion 
^^hich the secretary of the treasury is 


commanded to purchase monthly, there 
shall be issued treasurv notes redeema- 
ble on demand in gold'or silver coin nt 
the diHcnition of the sncretarv of the 
treasury, and the aaid notes niiiv be re- 


WAINTAIS TWO METAI.S. 


U ie, however, declared in the act to 


be the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals on 
jjm-ity with each other, upon the present 
legal ratio, or such ratio as may "be pro- 
vided by law. 


This declaration so controls the action 


of the secretary of the treasurv as to 
prevent bis exercising the discretion 
.nominally invested in him, if by such 
action the parity between gold and sil- 
ver may be disturbed. 


Manifestly si refusal by the secretary 
lo pay these treasury notes in gold, it 
demanded, would necessarily result in 
their discredit and depreciation as ob- 
ligations payable only in silver, and 
would destroy the parity between the 
two metals by establishing a discrimina- 
tion In favor of gold. 


Up to July 15, 1893, these notes had 


been issued in payment of silver bullion 
purchases to the amount of more than 
$147,000,000, while all but a very small 
quantity of bullion remains uncoined 
and without usefulness in the treasury. 


Many of the notes given in its pur- 


chase have been paid in irold. This is 
illustrated by the statement that be- 
tween May 1,1392, and July 15,1893, 
the notes u*f this kind issued in payment 
•for silver bullion amounted to a littic 
more than ?54,000,000, and that during 
the same period about $49,000,000 were 
paid by the treasury for the redemptio n 
of Fiich notes. 


THE fioi.n HKSEHVK NOT SPMIED. 


The policy necessarily adopted of pay- 


ing these noteb in gold has not spared 
J^: gold reserve of $100,000,000 long ago 
^R aside by the government for the re- 


demption of other notes, for this fund 
hasalre.ldy been subjected to the pay- 
ment of new obligations amounting t*i 
about -1-150,000,000 on account of silver 
purchases, and as a consequence, for 
the' first time since its creation, lias been 
encroached upon. 


W« have thus made the depletion of 


our gold easy, and have tempted other 
and more appreciative nations to add to 
their stock. "That the opportunity we 
have offered has not been neglected is 
i=l.own by the large, amounts of gold 
wt ich have been recently drawn from 
our treasury- and exported to increase 
the financial strenglh of foreign na- 
tion?.. 


The excess of exports of pold over its 


imports for the year ending June 30, 
Iffrt, amounted to more than $37,500,- 
000. between July 1,1800, and July 1, 
1893. The gold coin and bullion in bur 
treasury- ilec.i-eased more than $132,000,- 
000, while for the same period the silver 
coin and bullion in the treasury in- 
creased more than $147,000,000. 


Unless government Iwnds are to lie 


Constantly issued and sold to replenish 
our, exhausted gold, only to be again ex- 
hausted, it is apparent that the opera- 
tion of the silver purchase law now in 
force leads in the'direction of the entire 
substitution of silver for pold in the 
Government treasury, and this must br 
followed by the payment of government 
n •lii.'-.itH'iiH in depieclated silver. 


Foreign investors are equally alert, 


ind not only decline to purchase Ameri- 


.n securities, but make hasto to eacri- 
•e U lose which they alreadv have. It 


loes not meet the situation to say that 
ipprehensiou in regard to the future of 
ur tiimnccs is groundless and that there 
i no reason for lack of confidence in the 
iiirposes or in the power of the govern- 
ment in the premises. 
The very existence of this apprehen- 
ion and lack of confidence, however 
tused, is a menace, which ought not 
ora moment to be disregarded. Possibly, 


the undertaking we have in hand 


•ere the maintenance of a specified 
nown quantity of silver as tho parity 
ith gold, our ability to do FO might be 
ft! inn ted and gauged, and perhaps in 
ew of our unparalleled growth and 
sources might be favorably passed 
pou, but when our avowed endeavor is 


to maintain such a parity in regard to 
an amount of silver increasing at thu 
rate of $50,000,000 a year, with no fixed 
termination to such increase, it can 
hardly be said that n problem is pre- 
sented whose solution is free from doubt.

more especially true of tlie large cities. 
Since the great source of infection is the 
water ufeed for drinking, it is around 
this that the most stringent safeguards 
should I* thrown. 


This lias been fully recognized to the 


larger cities, and thanks io the energetic 
work of the various Boards of Health, 
there is little or no cause to fear as to 
impure water, 
^jouroftra at summer 


resorts, however, should exercise par- 
ticular caution, aa the water used at 
these temporary places ol residence is 
frequently contaminated, not at preseiii 
with cholera germa, 
but with other 


germs of diseases which may weaken the 
system so as to afford a lodging place 
Jor cholera germs should these he intro- 
Uuced later. 


That the health authorities of this 


city are able to combat the disease, even 
altould it reach this country, a oontin- 
guocy which I scarcely class among tlie 
noscfbiliticg, was amply demonstrated 
in t!wi way that the few cases x-crc 
handled which appeared here, last year, 
and, further, it may be said that tlie 
Mnittry condition o'f this, city now is 
letter than it was then.

States. The dollars ?o coined are to be 
legal tender for all debts, and any holdei 
of silver dollars may at his discretion, 
deposit tltc same in the United States 
treasury, and recievr. silver certificates 
for the'same; tho number of grains of 
silver to be contained in the standard 
dollars to be determined ou the floor of 
the house. The closing section of the 
bill provides briefly for the repeal of the 
Sherman purchasing clause. 


The bill drawn by the free coinage 


men is regarded by their opponents ai 
well as by their friends as the stronges 
measure that could he possibly present- 
ed by the silver men, thc question of 
ratio" being left the house. 


A LATER TKOrOSlTlON". 


Later this evening a proposition was 


formulated by the anti-silver committee 
which it is believed will be acceptable to 
the free coinage committee, and that at 
the meeting tomorrow morning tho con- 
fereuco will request the committee on 
rules lo report an order to the house 
covering tho arrangement.

It was up hill all the two miles and

It is on A steep, 
wild mountain side, half way to the 
summit and amid dense brush.

CONSTABLES' NEW RULE 


THE SUPERVISORS ISSUE A NEW 


ORDER. 


The District Attorney to 
Decide 


Whether Junketing Trips are 


Necessnrv. 


At the session of the Board of fiii]>er- 


visors yesterday the matter of con?ta- . 
blea' bills camu up for discussion. 


The board was of the opinion that a 


great deal of unnecessary mileage was 
being made in petty cases to no practi- 
cal piirjHjbe to far as punishing crime 
was concerned. 


As a matter of fact warrants are isaned 
r offenders who have ohtaincd a mtfal. 
lodging!! tinder the act to collect hotel 


keepers' bills at this expense of the pub- 
lic, or for homo similar petty and insig- 
nificant offense. The offender is located 
at Red Bluff, Los Angeles or San Diego, 
and an oitieer goes after him, brings him 
back and he ia brought before a justice, 
that the majesty of tho law may be vin- 
dicated.
